room for two cars to pass, at 
several narrow places on the road. 

Mr. Duff noted Tuesday that this 
section should be taken care of 
next year under Chapter 90, as the 
second step in a two-step plan. 

The lower section, possibly .8 
of a mile, from the school to Das 
comb rd. has been the subject of 
heated debates and at least two 
hearings. A third is scheduled 
Sept. 11 by the county commis= 
sioners. 

Mr. Duff said the third hearing 
resulted because some residents 
appeared at a July 31 hearing and 
objected to the project. The com- 
missioners could, he felt, have 
resolved the problem at that time. 
Instead, they put off further con 
sideration until Sept. 11. 

By that time, county engineers 
are supposed to have conferred 
with the state engineers and local 
officials. 

According, to normal procedure, 
a 60-foot layout is required on 
such a project.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Dangerous Decision 


The Selectmen have taken a step, in approving advance 
payment to the state for more Rogers Brook planning, 
which we believe is fraught with danger. 

To be sure, the Board voted to approve payment of 
$1,500 only because there was no alternative, other than 
to see the project wither and die, But time may prove that 
this would have been a far wiser course of action. 

As matters now stand, the town will contribute one-half 
of the extra engineering fees, up to a town maximum of 
$1,500 and a total maximum of $3,000. The town puts up 
its share before any work is done — the state pays the 
engineers on whatever basis is customary between the 
Division of Waterways and its consultants. And of course 
Duffill Associates gets the work — they have already done 
about $18,000 worth of engineering on this project. 

In our view, it would have been wiser to wait, even 
though nothing could be done on the project, until all the 
smoke clears away from that state division. After all, its 
director is only suspended, and may return to the position. 
Other changes may be made in the make-up of the division 
by a new legislature, via a remodelling of the Department 
of Public Works. There could be a lot of danger to the 
town in doing business at this time, on an advance pay- 
ment basis. 

And remember Stoneham’s experience? Without warning, 
on a similar project, the town was presented a bill for 
extras that had been approved by the state, without town 
knowledge. 


More Money? 


Recreation and athletic facilities at the high school — a 
practical dream at town meeting time — are having rough 
sledding when it comes down to getting the work started. 

The plan, originally set forth in several stages, already 
has been changed once, in hopes that the revised portion 
might get done this year, within the $40,000 appropriation. 

Now the bids are in, and it looks as though further 
revision, to a smaller segment, may be required, because 
there isn’t money enough to do the job as it is set forth at 
the moment. 

This would not have been the case, if the School Com- 
mittee’s request for an additional $10,000 had been voted 
at town meeting. At that time, the Finance Committee 
stated its convictions that the work could be done for 
$40,000 and the voters bought their suggestion, despite 
School Committee explanations indicating a contrary 
viewpoint.

can not be done for the $40,000. Hindsight shows that the 
architect’s estimate of costs was more nearly on-target 
than the FinCom’s.

$2,000 may be sufficient. If this 
is the case, the town will receive 
a credit for any part of its $1,500 
remaining after engineering fees 
are paid. 

Duffill Associates, who are on 
record as receiving at least 
$18,000 for Rogers Brook plans 
over the past few years, will do 
the work. 

Rep. Williams commented that 
the firm should do the work because 
of its familiarity with the project. 

Selectman Philip K. Allen, al- 
though he made the eventual motion 
to pay the money, was skeptical. 

He predicted that engineering 
fees will use up practically all of 
the $3,000, and thought it unlikely 
that there will be much of a credit 
remaining for the town. 

He added, in the motion, a res- 
triction that the state send 
vouchers for the expenditures, so 
that it can be seenhow the consult- 
ing engineers break down their 
fees. 

Rep. Williams, who claimed he 
never took too much active interest 
in the project before because 
‘there was something sinister 
about it’’, feels that the Division 
of Waterways is in good hands, 
Two professional engineers are 
now doing the business of the Divi- 
sion, he noted, and can be trusted 
by the town.
